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Valued at $50,000, this lovely church edifice at Coving- 
ton, Louisiana, was dedicated on Easter Sunday of this 
year.

But God said (be- 
cause they knew not that they were wretched, and miser- 
able, and poor, and blind, and naked), “I counsel thee to 
buy of me gold tried in the fire, that thou mayest be rich; 
and white raiment, that thou mayest be clothed, and that 
the shame of thy nakedness do not appear; and anoint 
thine eyes with eyesalve, that thou mayest see.” 


THERE IS NO HARM IN MONEY. Money is a medium of 
exchange and of values. If we had no money or medium 
of exchange, one man would have a large house full of 
cotton, one would have a lot of wool, and some others 
would have none and be cold. Some would have a bin full 
of wheat, corn, meat, sugar, etc., and others would be hun- 
gry. If they tried to exchange, think of the trouble in mov- 
ing the exchanged goods from one place to another. Money 
might well be termed “STORED UP ENERGY.” There is 
no harm in it. It is a blessing, if it is used rightly and to 
the glory of God. 

God expects us to use it wisely. “Why spend ye money 
for that which is not bread?” 

“The love of money is the root of all evil.” A close exam- 
ination of the sixth chapter of 1 Timothy will reveal that 
the thought is the love of money and not the money it- 
self (verses 6-11). The man who is willing to defraud, 
cheat, overcharge, rob, neglect his duties to God and the 
Church, fail to pay his tithes, or anything else to gain 
money had better be careful; he is on dangerous ground. 
“Which while some coveted after (these things), they have 
erred from the faith, and pierced themselves through with 
many sorrows.” 

The young man of whom we read in Matthew 19:16-22 
had a beautiful testimony: “All these have I kept from my 
youth up.” What a grand statement. How many men today 
can say that they have kept the commandments from 
their boyhood days?

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title would appear superfluous, for Christians ev- 

erywhere, and even many non-Christians, have 
learned to greatly appreciate the life and ministry of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. Men who have learned to know and love 
Him would not try to live without His presence and en- 
abling grace from day to day. 

With others, who live not only in so-called heathen 
lands but alsg in our own beautiful America, the name of 
Jesus means nothing more than the name of an ordinary, 
mortal man. He is not recognized as the Son of God and 
only Saviour of mankind. His divinity, power, and author- 
ity are ignored by some and regarded with gross con- 
tempt by others. This baser sort, along with multitudes of 
high-minded youth, restless beneath the restraining in- 
fluence of parental solicitude and the power of Chris- 
tianity, are determined to devote themselves to licentious 
living, and immoral, obscene, and contemptible conduct, 
so have closed their eyes and minds to the truth. They 
declare, in blasphemous language that the world would be 
a better place to live in if it were possible to wipe out 
Christian influence and dethrone Christ from the hearts 
and lives of Christians. They ask, “Does Jesus really mat- 
ter? Can we not get along very well without Him? Is He 
sufficient for our modern situation?” 

That question was once ‘thrown at our Master, and to- 
day, in many forms, people continue to ask the'same ques- 
tion. “Is there any harm in it? Must I do this to be a 
Christian? Do you believe that my pastor has any right 
to tell me what to do?” In the fourth chapter of the Gospel 
according to Luke, we read of Christ’s temptation and sub- 
sequent victory in the wilderness. Following His extended 
fast, we see Him returning to Galilee in the power of the 
Spirit. Immediately after His initial rejection at Nazareth, 
He journeyed to Capernaum. It was there, in the syna- 
gogue, while preaching the Word in power, that a demon- 
possessed man cried out, saying, “LET US ALONE WHAT 
HAVE WE TO DO WITH THEE [Thou] JESUS OF NAZ- 
ARETH?” 

The Word of God, when preached under the anointing 
power of the Holy Ghost, through a life that is wholly 
dedicated to the cause of Christ,’ will invariably arouse the 
demon powers which have bound and enslaved men. Je- 
sus had power to arouse the demons, and He also had pow- 


A MONG CERTAIN CLASSES of people the subject 
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er to cast them out of the man. We read in the book of 
Acts how certain sons of one Sceva, a Jew, had power to 
arouse the demon, but they did not have power to cast 
him out and bring deliverance to the man who was pos- 
sessed. The reason for their failure in this instance was 
that they did not know the Lord Jesus Christ as their per- 
sonal Saviour. Their formula was contrary to that fol- 
lowed by Paul and the other apostles, for they said, “We 
adjure you by Jesus whom Paul preacheth.” This was a 
type of second-hand religion, and in their case, as in all 
others, it produced undesirable results. The demon-pos- 
sessed man leaped on them and overcame them. These 
men had not been authorized by Jesus to exercise author- 
ity over demon spirits. They were not familiar with Jesus, 
and until we recognize our position in Christ and the 
authority we have over demon powers, we need not expect 
the adversary to recognize it. 


THE SCRIPTURE text teaches us several les- 
sons that are vital to successful and progressive service 
in the Lord’s vineyard. We notice first of all that our 
Lord did not begin to exercise His authority over the pow- 
ers of evil until He, Himself, was successful in resisting 
temptation. To be victorious over any or all temptations 
that Satan can bring against us, we will pave the way for 
greater victories. It is exceedingly difficult to accomplish 
our Lord’s ministry if we are conquered one day and con- 
quering the next. Every place of temptation is a wilderness 
to men, irrespective of the scenery, location, or environ- 
ment. The success that belongs to our Master, through His 
triumphant victory over the archenemy of all righteous- 
ness, can be ours through faith in the will, Word, and pow- 
er of God. 

In verse thirty-two of our scripture lesson we notice 
these words, “for his word was with power.” It was the 
word which aroused the demon spirit. It was the word, 
spoken by the Lord, that brought deliverance to the man. 
The same word, spoken by the servants of the Lord, is ac- 
complishing similar results today. Faith in the Word of 
God gives authority to the people of God. Peter reminds us 
that we are able to resist the devil steadfast in the faith. 
It is necessary to know what the Word teaches and then 
to stand firm upon the promises of God. “A double minded 
man is unstable in all his ways,” James 1:8. “That we 
henceforth be no more children, tossed to and fro, and 
carried about with every wind of doctrine, by the sleight 
of men and cunning craftiness, whereby they lie in wait to 
deceive; but speaking the truth in love, may grow up into 
him in all things,” Ephesians 4:14, 15. 

The above scripture brings to our mind the story of a 
tramp. Before beginning his journey for the day, he would 
invariably ascertain the direction from which the win 
was blowing. Then, he would contentedly travel on hi 
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way, walking with the wind. He had no certain dwelling 
place or destination. He merely existed from day to day 
for the purpose of following the path of least resistance. 
Many today, like the tramp, are thoughtlessly pursuing 
the way of least resistance, and their destination each day 
and for the future is designated by whichever way the 
wind happens to be blowing. They never accomplish any- 
thing worth-while for the Lord, and their lives are an im- 
position on others. There are winds of false doctrine, evil 
allurements, spiritual pride, doubts, fears, and all manner 
of contrary influences to resist and overcome. It is pos- 
sible for the children of God, through their position in 
Christ, to be steadfast, loyal, dependable, always loving the 
truth, living the truth, faithfully discharging their Chris- 
tian duties in all humility. 


OuR LORD WAS contented to preach and 
live the Word, in power. The Word of God is the will of 
God revealed to humanity, as a living influence, a life, 
first of all through Christ and then through His followers. 
The Word of God is the gospel of Christ. “In the beginning 
was the Word, and the Word was with God, and the Word 
was God.” Jesus, the Word of God, has not only revealed 
the way of life, but He is the Way, the Truth, and the Life. 
The Word of God does not accomplish its purpose through 
our lives unless it is backed up by the character of Christ 
in our lives. The ministry of Jesus cannot be duplicated 
where the character of Jesus does not exist. “When the 
even was come, they brought unto him many that were 
possessed with devils: and he cast out the spirits with his 
word, and healed all that were sick,” Matthew 8:16. It is 
the Word of God that Satan fears, when it goes forth with 
power and authority, for the Lord has conquered the ene- 
my. A word conveys meaning. It offers a clue to an idea 
or plan that an individual has in mind. What did God the 
Father have in mind when He sent the Word, His Son, to 
the world? Jesus is the clue to God’s purpose. We have the 
purpose revealed in the scriptural account of the creation. 
God said, “Let us make man in our image.” All of God’s 
efforts, through the plan of redemption, are for the ex- 
press purpose of restoring man to the original state of 
moral and spiritual perfection, which was His plan from 
the beginning. 

Our text reveals again the fact that man has been 
brought under the power of evil spirits, through contami- 
nation with sin. The man in the synagogue was possessed 
by an unclean spirit. It was the demon spirit in the man 
who cried out against the Lord. There is a class of spirit 
beings who are beyond redemption. To us, who know the 
saving grace of the Lord Jesus, His is an appalling 
thought. The inspired writer to the Hebrews declared that 
“it is a fearful thing to fall into the hands of the living 


& God,” Hebrews 10:31. 
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‘THE WRATH OF GOD is not directed toward 
His creation, primarily, but against the evil that exists. 
Should humanity determine in their hearts to disregard 
all of the revealed will of God, there remains only the 
justice which is reserved for the lost. Multitudes today are 
yielding themselves and their faculties, voluntarily, to 
demon powers of evil, of unbelief, of false religions, im- 
purity, obscenities, and all uncleanness. Devilish powers 
take possession of human beings and use them to combat 
the Word of God. Our only protection and deliverance is 
in the Lord Jesus Christ. 

In Him we have fellowship, for we are all members of 
one body. His body is composed of all born-again, blood- 
washed believers. Our value to God is regulated by our 
attitude toward His Word, His will, and His children. When 
we recognize our position in Christ, as His representatives, 
we begin to exercise power over the works of Satan, for the 
purpose of bringing deliverance to the lost. 

In Christ we have power, which is the result of our 
union with Him. The baptism in the Holy Ghost is given 
as an enduement of power for service. Jesus admonished 
us to fast and pray that we may exercise authority over 
certain evil spirits. 

In Christ we have justice. The unbelievers may feel se- 
cure in their manner of life today, but there is coming a 
day when they, too, shall face the judgment and justice 
of God. 

In Christ we have glory, for He has promised to share 
His glory with all who are willing to share His suffering. 
“As thou hast sent me into the world, even so have I sent 
them into the world. And the glory which thou gavest me 
I have given them; that they may be one, even as we are 
one,” John 17:18, 22. 

Before the glory comes to the servants of the Lord there 
is a period of time in which we are schooled in His will and 
work. There is time to learn the secret of resisting tempta- 
tion, of becoming familiar with the Word, of learning 
obedience through suffering. In complete consecration we 
become identified with Christ in self-denial, intercessory 
prayer, judgment, crucifixion, burial, and resurrection. It 
is then, as full-grown sons of God, that we begin to exer-

parison of God’s dealing with sin and its deliver- 

ance under grace. The death in the pot was de- 
veloped by the men gathering herbs to make pottage to 
sustain life during the severe dearth in the land. The mis- 
take of one careless man brought about the death in the 
pot: he gathered gourds from a wild vine and shred them 
into the pot of pottage. By his mistake many were sub- 
jected to death. The man of God was called and informed 
of the death in the pot. He asked for meal, and cast it into 
the pot. The pottage was heaJed, and there was no harm 
in the pot. The pot could symbolize sin in the heart. The 
wages of sin is death. Romans 6:23. The famine in the land 
could very well symbolize a world in need of righteousness. 
“Blessed are they which do hunger and thirst after right- 
eousness: for they shall be filled,” Matthew 5:6. The meal 
that restored life from death in the pot is a true facsimile 
of Christ, the true Bread of Life that came down from 
heaven. “I am the bread of life,” John 6:48. The man of 
God is the minister of God with a message “Behold the 
Lamb of God that taketh away the sin of the world.” 


THE SIN OF DEATH 


Paul said, “And you hath he quickened, who were dead 
in trespasses and sins,” Ephesians 2:1. Adam became the 
father of two deaths, and we are the children that fall 
heirs to his sin. In Adam we all die; the wages of sin is 
death. God instructed Adam not to eat of the tree of 
knowledge of good and evil, “for in the day that thou 
eatest thereof thou shalt surely die.” Genesis 2:8-17. Adam 
became dead in sin, yet he lived for some time. It is pos- 
sible for a person to be dead in sin, as Adam was, and yet 
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live. “But she that liveth in pleasure is dead while she liv- 
eth,” 1 Timothy 5:6. Adam lived and was dead in sin as he 
lived. Paul referred to the sin of Adam as a body of death. 
“O wretched man that I am! who shall deliver me from 
the body of this death?” Romans 7:24. The death penalty, 
“Thou shalt surely die,” was not first pronounced upon the 
earthly body but upon the heavenly soul intrusted in 
Adam. “The soul that sinneth, it shall die,” Ezekiel 18:20. 
The lake of fire is the second death, the abode of a sin- 
ning soul. Revelation 20:14. Because of the sin of Adam, 
we all die, for the wages of sin is death. Because of the 
gift of God, we have eternal life, for God so loved the 
world, that He gave His only Son. Adam was dead in sin; 
we that are redeemed from the sin of Adam are dead to 
sin. Romans 6:11. 


DEATH OF THE BODY 


THE SAME SIN of Adam in the garden of 
Eden that crucified his soul, caused death to pass upon 
his earthly body and upon all men. “Wherefore, as by one 
man sin entered into the world, and death by sin; and so 
death passed upon all men, for that all have sinned,” 
Romans 5:12. The two deaths passed upon all men, and all 
men are commanded to repent. Acts 17:30. All men must, 
by appointment with death, die a natural death. Hebrews 
9:27. However, all men do not die in their sins, but are 
forgiven. Jesus informed some that “ye shall die in your 
sins,” John 8:24. Good and bad men will die the natural 
death of the body; we are not saved from the death of 
the body but from the death of the soul. If our soul is re- 
deemed, we may be dead in the flesh and yet live on— 
spiritually. “He that believeth in me, though he were dead 
(in the body), yet shall he live,” John 11:25. The soul saved 
by the blood of Christ shall never die. “And whosoever 
liveth and believeth in me (one must believe while he is 
alive and not after death) shall never die,” John 11:26. 
Paul said, “O death where is thy sting? O grave where is 
thy victory? The STING of death is sin; and _ the 
strength of SIN is the law. But thanks be to God, which 
giveth us the victory through our Lord Jesus Christ,” 1 
Corinthians 15:55-57. “Death is swallowed up in victory.” 
The victory battle was fought between Christ and Satan. 
Sin was conquered on Calvary, and in the heart when we 
accept Christ as our personal Saviour. It is true that all 
men must die, but some, who are redeemed, have the 
STING of SIN taken away. “O death where is thy STING?” 
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There is death in the pot for the natural man, but the 
STING of sin has been removed by the Meal or Bread from 
heaven. Paul died a natural death but not a sinful death. 
He looked death squarely in the face and shouted victory 
in Christ Jesus. The grave held no terror. Paul believed 
that though he died he would live and rise in the resur- 
rection. “For the Lord himself shall descend from heaven 
with a shout, with the voice of the archangel, and with 
the trump of God; and the DEAD in Christ shall rise 
first,”. 1 Thessalonians 4:16. 


THE INBRED SIN 


The death of the sinful soul and the death of the human 
body are passed on down through the generations from 
Adam in the garden of Eden. Every child is born with the 
sin of our first parents inbreded in his soul. We are not 
sinners by choice—we were MADE SINNERS. “For as by 
one man’s disobedience many were made sinners ... .,” 
Romans 5:19. Therefore, we cannot say we have no SIN, 
carnality. “If we say that we have no SIN (inbred sin), we 
deceive ourselves, and the TRUTH is not in us,” 1 John 1:8. 
David informs us that man is born with this SIN shapen 
within him. “Behold, I was shapen in INIQUITY: and in 
SIN did my mother conceive me,” Psalm 51:5. In fact, that 
evil, or SIN, is in the heart from our youth up, until it is 
removed by the blood of Jesus. “The imagination of a 
man’s heart is EVIL from his youth,” Genesis 8:21. That 
same EVIL which Jesus mentioned to the Father in His 
prayer must be cleansed from the heart through sanctifi- 
cation in the blood. “I pray not that thou shouldest take 
them out of the world, but that thou shouldest keep them 
from the EVIL. SANCTIFY THEM through thy truth: thy 
word is truth,” John 17:15, 17. 

In Adam we all die; the wages of SIN is DEATH. In 
Adam we are CARNALLY MINDED, and the CARNAL 
MIND is DEATH. In Christ we become SPIRITUALLY 
MINDED; the SPIRITUAL MIND is LIFE. The CARNAL 
MIND, or the MIND of ADAM, is enmity against God and 
not subject to the law of God, neither indeed can _ be. 
Romans 8:6, 7. Therefore, the mind must be changed. 
“We are transformed by the renewing of our mind,” Ro- 
mans 12:2. In Christ we have the same MIND He has. “Let 
this mind be in you, which was also in Christ Jesus,” 
Philippians 2:5. Paul confessed that the law and com- 
mandments were just, good, and holy, but that the law 
left him SOLD UNDER SIN. Yes, Adam SOLD us all under 
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SIN. Romans 7:12-14. After the blood of bulls and ashes 
of an heifer sprinkling his unclean soul, Paul said, “I am 
carnal, sold under SIN.” The law of Moses was good; the 
blood offerings would take away our sins, but not 
Adam’s SIN. But Paul said, “I see another LAW in my 
members, warring against the law of my mind, and bring- 
ing me into captivity to the LAW of SIN which is in my 
members,” Romans 7:23. The law of Moses could not take 
away the LAW of sin; therefore, it became necessary that 
a NEW LAW be installed to take away the SIN of Adam, 
the old man. That new law was the LAW of LIFE in Christ 
Jesus; the new law of life made Paul free from the SIN 
of DEATH in Adam. “For the law of the Spirit of life in 
Christ Jesus hath made me FREE from the LAW of SIN 
and DEATH,” Romans 8:2. OUR SINS are forgiven; the 
SIN of Adam is cleansed from the heart by the blood of the 
Lamb of God that taketh away the SIN of the world. 
Adam’s SIN has become the SIN of the world; our SINS 
are merely recorded as unrighteousness. God for Christ’s 
sake forgives OUR SINS. “If we confess OUR SINS, he is 
faithful and just to forgive US OUR SINS, and to cleanse 
us from all unrighteousness,” 1 John 1:9. 


We must first walk in the light and have fellowship one 
with another before we can be cleansed from the SIN of 
Adam. “But,if we walk in the light (Jesus is the light), 
as he is in the light, WE HAVE FELLOWSHIP ONE WITH 
ANOTHER, and the BLOOD of Jesus Christ his Son 
cleanseth US from ALL SIN,” 1 John 1:7. Sanctification 
through the blood is applied only after we become the 
children of the day. We are referred to as brethren, chil- 
dren of light, as having the breastplate of faith and love, 
to know them that rule over us in the Lord. We are to re- 
joice evermore, pray without ceasing, in everything give 
thanks, quench not the Spirit (yes, we have the Spirit; 
we love preaching and the preacher), hold fast that which 
is good, and abstain from all appearance of evil. After we 
obtain all these good blessings, then we are sanctified. “The 
very God of peace sanctify you wholly.” 1 Thessalonians 
5:5-23. When we are justified by faith in Christ, we have 
peace with God, then walk in the light, and the very God 
of peace cleanses us from all SIN of Adam.

An Uncensored Gospel

_ Text: Isaiah 21:6, “For thus hath the Lord said unto me, 
Go, set a watchman, let him declare what he seeth.” 


ATCHMEN IN THE DAYS OF ISAIAH and Ezek- 
UW) filled a very important place. They were chos- 
en men. They were men that could be trusted to 
carry out orders, that had the care of the people upon 
them, and would not betray the confidence placed in 
them. These watchmen must declare what they saw, re- 
gardless of whether it be friend or foe. Their words must 
not be censored. They watched day and night for the ap- 
proach of the enemy. If the sword was coming upon the 
land, they must blow the trumpet and sound the alarm. 
If they failed in warning the people, and the sword came 
and destroyed them, the blood of the people would be re- 
quired at the watchmen’s hands. On the other hand, if 
the people did not give heed to the warning, their blood was 
on their own hands. 

God has chosen men today to watch for our souls. He- 
brews 13:17, “Obey them that have the rule over you, and 
submit yourselves: for they watch for your souls, as they 
that must give account, that they may do it with joy, and 
not with grief: for that is unprofitable for you.” Men are 
selected in our Government to keep watch over our na- 
tion. It would be a terrible thing for these men to betray 
the trust placed in them. Jesus Christ Himself called and 
commissioned disciples to “go into all the world and 
preach the gospel to every creature,” Mark 16:16. Also, 
Matthew 28:19, 20, “Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, 
baptizing them in the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost: teaching them to observe all 
things whatsoever I have commanded you: and, lo, I am 
with you alway, even unto the end of the world.” These 
chosen ones went forth preaching this gospel everywhere— 
the uncensored gospel of the Son of God! 

God is searching today for who will make up the 
hedge and stand in the gap, declaring the truth as it is in 
the light of His Word—an uncensored gospel—men who 
will preach the full Pentecostal experience and not be 
ashamed of the gospel as preached by Christ. The true 
ministers of the Lord will declare that there is a difference 
in professing and possessing, in being clean or unclean, in 
being holy or unholy, in sin and righteousness, in a Chris- 
tian and a sinner and in going to hell or heaven. They 

* point out the two ways that men may travel and are trav- 
elling. Matthew 7:13, “Enter ye in at the strait gate: for 
wide is the gate, and broad is the way that leadeth to de- 
struction, and many there be which go in thereat.” The 
next verse reads, “Because strait is the gate, and narrow is 
the way, which leadeth unto life, and few there be that 
find it.” That verse clearly gives the reason many do not 
walk in the holy way—it is a little too strait for them; how- 
ever, true ministers of God will preach this gospel re- 
gardless of who accepts it or who doesn’t. Jeremiah 6:16, 
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“Thus saith the Lord, Stand ye in the ways, and see and 
ask for the old paths, where is the good way, and walk 
therein, and ye shall find rest for your souls.” We cannot 
climb up another way. We cannot build a tower of our 
own to heaven. Jesus said, “I am the way, the truth and 
the life,” and, there is no other name given under heaven 
whereby we can be saved. Naaman would have remained 
a leper had he not obeyed the command of God to dip in 
the Jordan River seven times. God today has no respect of 
persons. He plainly states to everyone, “Except ye repent, 
ye shall all likewise perish.” Jesus told Nicodemus, “Ye 
must be born again.” He told the rich young ruler, “One 
thing thou lackest.” One link breaks the chain; one sin 
will separate us from the Lord. 


AS THE CHURCH becomes greater, its mem- 
bership grows, it increases in finance, we build better 
church buildings and finer parsonages, our ministers be- 
come better trained, and our choirs sing better, with some 
of the best of musicians, may we remember, lest we forget 
the scripture found in Deuteronomy 6:10, 11, “And it shall 
be, when the Lord thy God shall have brought thee into 
the land which he sware unto thy fathers, to Abraham, to 
Isaac, and to Jacob, to give thee great and goodly cities, 
which thou buildest not, and houses full of all good things, 
which thou filledst not, and wells digged, which thou dig- 
gedst not, vineyards and olive trees, which thou plantedst 
not; when thou shalt have eaten and be full; THEN BE- 
WARE lest thou forget the Lord, which brought thee forth 
out of the land of Egypt, from the house of bondage.” What 
does the Word of God say concerning such people? Psalm 
106:21, “They forgat God their saviour, which had done 
great things in Egypt.” Exodus 32:6, “The people sat down 
to eat and to drink, and rose up to play.” They had for- 
gotten God and turned to idols. They made themselves 
gods of gold and silver, gods of stone, and bowed down to 
worship them. They forsook the law of God. That same 
unrestful spirit is trying to take hold of God’s people today. 
There is no harm in playing and in taking time to eat.

Phillips Brooks, the preachers’ preacher, described 
preaching as the bringing of truth through personality; 
the communication of truth by man to men.” 

John Wycliffe, the morning star of the Reformation, de- 
fined preaching as “something that should be apt, appar- 
ent, full of true feeling, fearless in rebuking sin, and so 
addressed to the heart as to enlighten the spirit and sub- 
due the will.” 

Dr. G. Campbell Morgan says, “Preaching is declaring 
the truth of God as it bears upon every local situation.” 

In these definitions we see that real preaching demands 
our Very best of heart, mind, and personality.

THE PREACHER’S HEART 


IF WE WOULD reach this effective preaching 
ministry, we, first of all, must have a deep and rich re- 
ligious experience. We must walk in daily communion with 
Christ. We must KNOW HIM. We must make Him the 
Lord and Master of our lives. We must dwell under the 
shadow of the Most High. We must have His mind for 
sacrificial service. We must have the passion, the faith, 
and the consecration of a Paul. We must be led, filled, and 
empowered by the Holy Ghost. For how can we impart to 
others that which we do not have? how can we lead others 
where we do not go? and how can we teach others that 
which we do not know? Jesus was the greatest Preacher 
this world ever knew, because He knew those to whom He 
spoke. He knew what He was talking about, and He lived 
what He taught. “What I live by,” declared St. Augustine, 
“I impart.” So does every minister. 

Not only must we know God as our heavenly Father, 
but we must know Jesus as our Lord and Master. He must 
be enthroned in our hearts and enshrined in our affec- 
tions. He must be the Master of our wills and the Lord of 
our lives. He must be nearer and dearer than our dearest 
friends, and we must walk in blessed fellowship with Him 
day vy day. Jesus must be a living reality, “closer than 
breathing and nearer than hands and feet.” He must be 
the undisputed Sovereign in our hearts and rule su- 
premely in our lives. Our minds must be in accord with 
His mind and our hearts in perfect unison with His heart. 
We must abide in Him through faith and His words abide 
in us by constant obedience. 

Like the great apostle of old, our supreme passion must 
be to do His will. Paul was perhaps the greatest and most 
effective follower of Christ. He did more to establish the 
Church and win the lost to Christ than all the other apos- 
tles combined. Someone has said that greatness may be 
achieved in three different realms: the realm of thought, 
the realm of action, and the realm of character. Paul 
was great in all three. He enjoyed the three highly prized 
advantages of his day: Hebrew lineage, Roman citizen- 
ship, and a measure of Greek culture. Yet we hear him 
say, “But what things were gain to me, those I counted 
loss for Christ. Yea doubtless, and I count all things but 
loss for the excellency of the knowledge of Christ Jesus 
my Lord: for whom I have suffered the loss of all things, 
and do count them but refuse, that I may win Christ, and 
be found in him, not having mine own righteousness, 
which is of God by faith: That I may know him, and the 
power of his resurrection, and the fellowship of his suf- 
ferings, being made conformable unto his death; If by 
any means I might attain unto the resurrection of the 
dead. Not as though I had already attained, either were 
already perfect: but I follow after, that I may apprehend 
that for which also I am apprehended of Christ Jesus. 
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Brethren, I count not myself to have apprehended: but 
this one thing I do, forgetting those things which are be- 
hind, and reaching forth unto those things which are be- 
fore, I press toward the mark for the prize of the high 
calling of God in Christ Jesus.” What great convictions 
Paul had. Someone has said that “no man can be a great 
preacher who is not dominated by great convictions—that 
men are lost in sin and Christ is able to save them, and 
that he is called of God to give to dying men the Word of 
life.” With such convictions, such passion, such faith, and 
such consecration to the call God has given us we all may 
have an effective preaching ministry. 


‘THE PREACHER’S MIND 


PAUL’S ADVANTAGES were lost to him but 
not to the kingdom of our Lord. When God wanted a man 
who could systematize the doctrines of Jesus and write 
letters for the direction of the churches in all ages to 
come, a man who could go into the strongholds of heath- 
enism and pull down their fortresses and upon their ruins 
build the fortifications of Christianity, He called upon a 
prepared man, a graduate of the University of Tarsus, a 
disciple of Gamailiel. 

Paul was thus qualified in a general way ,to reach the 
world for God. We, too, need a wide knowledge of the var- 
ious fields of thought, if we wish to influence men for God. 

If we are not privileged to go to some reputable insti- 
tution, we need not despair. A wide knowledge of these 
fields may be had by reading the great books of our time. 
Someone has said, “Books are the juices squeezed from the 
cluster of the ages.” “The man who does not know the 
power of books has not read, nor thought, nor really lived.” 
Bacon said, “Some books are to be tasted, others to be 
swallowed, and some few to be chewed and digested.” Of 
course, our first and greatest book is the Bible. No other 
volume can ever become a substitute for it. It is true that 
there are “sermons in books, but every sermon worth 
preaching is in THE BOOK.” 

Next to the study of the Bible is the study of great ser- 
mons. We should study the sermons of others and then 
develop our own methods and habits. We should know 
something about homiletics, more about the art of preach- 
ing, and most of all, we should know something about how 
to secure a message that will meet the need of the hour. 

Not only should we study the Bible and great sermons 
of other men, but we must study the needs of our people 
and get messages from God to meet those needs. It is real- 
ly no small task. There is so much we should know and 
such a short time to learn. Believe me, the preaching min- 
istry is one vocation where there is no premium on ig- 
norance. “John Wesley once received a letter from a broth- 
er who declared, ‘The Lord has directed me to write you 
and tell you that while you know Greek and Hebrew, He 
can do without your book larnin’.’ Mr. Wesley replied, ‘Your 
letter received, and may I say in reply that your letter was 
superfluous, as I already knew that the Lord could do 
without my book larnin’. I wish to say that the Lord does 
not direct me to tell you, yet I wish to say to you on my 
own responsibility that the Lord does not need your ig- 
norance either.’ ” 


THE PREACHER’S PERSONALITY 
I HAVE SPOKEN about the preparation of 
the heart and mind. In closing I shall mention briefly the 


personality of the preacher. Should we be concerned about 
the impression we make on others? Of course, it is not 
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our duty to make people think well of us but of our Master, 
though it is our duty to glorify God by being as attractive 
a representative of our Lord as is possible for us to be. We 
want people to see Christ in us. It is the purpose of the 
lighthouse to attract attention to itself so that those who 
are attracted may become conscious of the message it is 
placed there to convey. Men see the lighthouse and are 
warned of dangerous rocks. They are attracted by its light 
and find the channel. They forget the beauty and bril- 
liance of the light and become concerned with its message 
of danger. The light is most brilliant and beautiful when 
it passes through a perfect lens. 

The preacher whose light shines out through an at- 
tractive personality can best accomplish the task for which 
God has placed him in the pulpit. The sincere preacher 
should be vitally concerned about developing such a per- 
sonality, not to make others conscious of his winsomeness, 
but that he may accomplish the purpose for which God has 
placed him as a lighthouse in the darkness of this trou- 
bled world, the purpose of warning men of the danger of 
the rocks of sin and of guiding them to the Rock Christ 
Jesus.

God does not condemn social life, but He does condemn 
our putting those things first in our lives and putting Him 
second, or forgetting Him altogether. Christ has warned 
us in Matthew 24:37, 39, “But as the days of Noe were, so 
shall also the coming of the Son of man be. For as in the 
days that were before the flood, they were eating and 
drinking, marrying and giving in marriage, until the day 
that Noe entered into the ark, and knew not until the 
flood came, and took them all away; so shall also the 
coming of the Son of man be.” Satan will tempt us through 
our appetite. Matthew 4:4, “It is written, Man shall not 
live by bread alone, but by every word that proceedeth out 
of the mouth of God.” This was Christ’s answer to the 
devil after being tempted during His fast of forty days and 
nights. 

Many people who fear God and are praying that His 
will may be done are asking the question, “What next?” 
When evil men and seducers are waxing worse and worse, 
deceiving and being deceived, Paul tells us, in 1 Timothy 
6:12, “Fight the good fight of faith, lay hold on eternal 
life.’ Many times the way looks dark. There were dark 
days with the people of God in Egypt, as in the days of 
Paul. 2 Timothy 4:14-17, “Alexander the coppersmith did 
me much evil; the Lord reward him according to his works, 
of whom be thou ware also; for he hath greatly withstood 
our words. At my first answer no man stood with me, 


but all men forsook me: I pray God that it may not be~ 


laid to their charge. Notwithstanding the Lord stood with 
me, and strengthened me; that by me the preaching 
might be fully known, and that all the Gentiles might 
hear: and I was delivered out of the mouth of the lion.” 
Christ spoke of the night that was coming and said to 
“work while it is day, for the night cometh when no man 
can work.” Isaiah 21:11, “Watchman, what of the night? 
Watchman, what of the night? The watchman said, The 
morning cometh, and also the night.” There is a feeling in 
the minds of the people today that something of a serious 
nature is about to take place. There seems to be an unrest 
among many people, distress of nations, “men’s hearts 
failing them for fear, and for looking after those things 


which are coming on the earth,” for the powers of heaven es 
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shall be shaken. The outlook for this world is growing 
darker, with wars and rumors of war, pestilences, and 
earthquakes; all these are the beginning of sorrows. Some 
who one time lived for God are falling away, giving heed to 
seducing spirits and doctrines of devils. Ii MUST BE THAT 
THE FALLING AWAY TIME HAS COME! Examine your- 
self. How do you stand with God now? Some are heaping 
to themselves teachers having itching ears, and they are 
turning their ears from the truth. These are the kind of 
people who want to censor the gospel of Christ. The great 
apostle Paul said, in Galatians 1:6, “I marvel that ye are 
so soon removed from him that called you into the grace 
of Christ unto another gospel; which is not another; but 
there be some that trouble you, and would pervert the 
gospel of Christ.” To pervert means to lead astray or to 
misinterpret. 2 Corinthians 2:17, “For we are not as many, 
which corrupt the word of God: but as of sincerity, but 
as of God, in the sight of God speak we in Christ.” Paul 
said again, “I am not ashamed of the gospel of Christ.” 
Acts 20:28, 29, “Take heed therefore unto yourselves, and 
to all the flock, over the which the Holy Ghost hath made 
you overseers, to feed the church of God, which he hath 
purchased with his own blood. For I know this, that after 
my departing shall grievous wolves enter in among you, 
not sparing the flock.” The watchman spoke of the morn- 
ing to come. There will be a glad morning for the people 
of God. Now is the time for us to “look up, for our re- 
demption is drawing nigh.” 1 Thessalonians 4:16, 17, “For 
the Lord himself shall descend from heaven with a shout, 
with the voice of the archangel, and with the trump of 
God: and the dead in Christ shall rise first: then we which 
are alive and remain shall be caught up together with 
them in the clouds, to meet the Lord in the air: and so 


shall we ever be with the Lord. Wherefore comfort one 
another with these words.”

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CHURCH OF GOD BIBLE SCHOOL 
IN INDIA OPENS SECOND TERM 


EAR EVANGEL READERS: 

I have wanted for some 

time to write you, but we keep 

so busy we have little time for letters. 

Our second term of school opened 

with about thirty-seven students, half 

of them second-year students and 
half new ones. 

We have had a blessed year thus 
far. Almost every week end the stu- 
dents have gone to various churches 
and conducted many street meetings. 
After one street meeting, when the 
students returned to the dormitory, 
one boy received the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. There is a real revival 
spirit in the school; many of the stu- 
dents are fasting regularly one day 
each week. We are planning to have 
a revival the second week in Novem- 
ber and are praying that all our stu- 
dents who do not have the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost will receive this bless- 
ed experience. We have asked Brother 
Pospisil to conduct this revival. We 
shall sapmetare your prayers in be- 
half of this. 

The boys are now occupying a new 
dormitory. We have gas J of space 
for the students and faculty, but we 
lack furniture. The students do not 
have beds, but sleep on grass mats on 
a cement floor. They have no chairs, 
benches, tables, nor places to put their 
clothes. In fact, there is no furniture 
in their rooms. We have started a li- 
brary with four tables and eight 
chairs, but no books or bookcases. It 
would be a blessed work if — 
wants to contribute toward furnishing 
the rooms for the students, or toward 
the library. Many students have 
asked for English Bibles. Maybe some 
of you have an extra Bible or some 
good book that would be a blessing in 
our library. We do not have to pay 
duty on books if the package is 
marked “Books.” 


Now 1 have left the best 
news for the last. The people of India 
do not pay tithes, and it is hard for 
them to see the necessity of it. Broth- 
er Pospisil is doing an excellent work 
in preaching tithes in the churches 
wherever he goes. We feel that his 
renee are bearing a little fruit, 
though very little, because no one can 
realize how hard it is to get an Indian 
to change his customs unless he has 
been here. But we praise the Lord for 
what has been done on this line. Last 
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year a Brother Boyce, of the Assembly 
of God in North India, visited our 
school and told the students of the 
great need for missionaries in North 
India. This stirred the students, and 
they have prayed much about it. I 
had planned to begin a Mission :Club 
in the school very shortly. Two weeks 
ago Brother Boyce came again from 
North India and gave us some more 
ge a messages about the 
North. ought this would be an 
ideal time for the beginning of our 
Mission Club. So we had our first 
meeting and made Brother Boyce an 
honorary member. This was truly an 
inspirational meeting. Six of our stu- 
dents testified that the Lord had 
called them to go wherever He would 
lead, and they had promised to an- 
swer this call. While one was speak- 
ing, the voice of prophecy came and, 
among many things, God said, “I have 
called you all to my work and some 
of you to be martyrs.” We decided in 
the meeting to try to get the churches 
to cooperate in our program and to 
take an offering once a month for 
missions. Then we took our first of- 
fering. The students contributed six- 
teen rupees, not quite four dollars. 
This was a wonderful beginning, be- 
cause these people have so little. 
This es Sunday, in the local 
church here at Mulakuzha, the first 
missionary offering was taken. It was 
almost three rupees, about sixty cents 
in our money. You may think this was 
small, but it was almost double what 
the usual offering is. The pastor was 
very happy. He said he was much in 
favor of our program and that if we 
had had such a program years ago, we 
would have work all over India now. 
This is only a small beginning. It will 
take time to sell the idea to the 
churches, and the collection will be 
small because these people are so poor, 
but we feel that it is a step in the 
right direction to carry on the great 


plan of God.

BUFFALO, N. Y. (EP) Dr. Marvin 
A. Block, a Buffalo physician, widely 
known for his work on alcoholism, in 
the publication of the American Acad- 
emy of General Practice tells us he 
has found, in his practice, a larger 
number of women alcoholics than 
men. Dr. Block is vice president of 
the Western New York Committee for 
Education on Alcoholism, chairman 
of Erie County Medical Society’s Com- 
mittee on Alcoholism, and a member 
of similar committees in the State 
Medical Society and the American 
Medical Society. 

In Dr. Block’s opinion, the preva- 
lence of alcoholism among women is 
greater than generally indicated in 
articles appearing in our daily news- 
papers. Recently, Margaret Starr, au- 
thor of the series on alcoholism quot- 
ed Dr. Harold Lovell, vice president of 
the National Committee on Alcohol- 
ism, as venturing that it wouldn’t be 
many years before alcoholism is as 
common among women as among 
men. 

Dr. Block believes that that day has 
already arrived, but it is not yet evi- 
dent statistically, because the woman 
alcoholic is recognized less easily. The 
physician shifts the spotlight from 
the male problem drinker, where it 
has been focused for some time, 
the gradually-being-talked- about 
woman alcoholic. 

Dr. Block declared: “The woman al- 
coholic is much less easily detected, 
because she is shielded by her hus- 
band and her family more so than is 
true in the case of the male alcoholic. 
It is generally considered bad enough 
that a man is alcoholic, but society 
frowns much more upon the poor 
woman addict. Hence, the increased 
effort to keep her illness a secret.”

The Church of God Evangel 
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Question: Did Saul completely kill 
himself, or did another kill him after 


he fell upon his sword?—E. W. H., 
Mooresville, North Carolina. 


SOME IMAGINE that 
there is a discrepancy between I Sam- 
uel 31:4-6 and II Samuel 1:2-10. In 
the former scripture we have these 
words, “Therefore Saul took a sword, 
and fell upon it. And when his ar- 
mourbearer saw that Saul was dead, 
he fell likewise upon his sword, and 
died with him.” The latter scripture is 
the account of a young Amalekite who 
came to David with the story that he 
had seen Saul mortally wounded and 
slew him. A careful reading of these 
two scriptures reveals that Holy Writ 
itself records in I Samuel 31 that 
“Saul died, and his three sons, and 
his armourbearer, and all his men,” 
but that II Samuel records only the 
tale that an, Amalekite told. The scrip- 
ture itself there does not say that 
Saul was killed by any other than 
himself. It seems very obvious that 
the Amalekite did not kill Saul, but 
merely trumped up his story in order 
to gain favor with David who was 
well known to be hated by Saul. The 
Amalekite probably thought that by 
telling he had killed Saul he would 





be put in the good graces of David. 
The whole matter rests on whether 
or not the testimony of the Amalekite 
is trustworthy. I do not think it is. 
Notice in II Samuel 1:6 the em 4 
man said that when he came to Saul, 
“Saul leaned upon his spear.” But 
I Samuel 31:4 declares _ positively, 
“Saul took a sword and fell upon it.” 
There is no doubt that the scriptural 
record is true, and the boy’s story 
(which was faithfully recorded in the 
scriptures) is false. Saul killed him- 
self completely. 

Question: Please explain Acts 9:7 
and Acts 22:9. Is there a contradiction 
here?—E. W. H., Mooresville, North 
Carolina. 


AcTS 9:7 says that the 
men which journeyed with Paul on 
the road to Damascus “stood speech- 
less, hearing a voice, but a no 
man.” Acts 22:9 records a time later 
when Paul was telling of his conver- 
sion and says that “they that were 
with me saw indeed the light, and 
were afraid; but they heard not the 
voice of him that spoke to me.” When 
it is stated that they heard a voice, the 
indefinite article, a, is used, and when 
it is said that they did not hear the 
voice, the definite article, the, is used. 
The meaning is simple. When Jesus 
— to Saul as he lay on the road, 
the men who were with Saul heard 
the sound of a voice without under- 
standing what was said. The same is 
true concerning what they saw. Acts 
9:7 says that they saw no man, and 
Acts 22:9 says that they “saw indeed 
the light.” Thus it is that the men 
who were with Saul both saw and 
heard the miracle, but they did not 
see Jesus, and they did not hear His 
message. They saw a radiance but not 
the true image of Christ. They heard 
a sound of speaking, but did not un- 
derstand what was said. The miracle 
was manifested to the entire group, 
but the appearance of Christ and the 
message of Christ were for Saul alone.

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Question: Did Saul completely kill 
himself, or did another kill him after 
he fell upon his sword?—E. W. H., 
Mooresville, North Carolina. 


SOME IMAGINE that 
there is a discrepancy between I Sam- 
uel 31:4-6 and II Samuel 1:2-10. In 
the former scripture we have these 
words, “Therefore Saul took a sword, 
and fell upon it. And when his ar- 
mourbearer saw that Saul was dead, 
he fell likewise upon his sword, and 
died with him.” The latter scripture is 
the account of a young Amalekite who 
came to David with the story that he 
had seen Saul mortally wounded and 
slew him. A careful reading of these 
two scriptures reveals that Holy Writ 
itself records in I Samuel 31 that 
“Saul died, and his three sons, and 
his armourbearer, and all his men,” 
but that II Samuel records only the 
tale that an Amalekite told. The scrip- 
ture itself there does not say that 
Saul was killed by any other than 
himself. It seems very obvious that 
the Amalekite did not kill Saul, but 
merely trumped up his story in order 
to gain favor with David who was 
well known to be hated by Saul. The 
Amalekite probably thought that by 
telling he had killed Saul he would 


be put in the good graces of David. 
The whole matter rests on whether 
or not the testimony of the Amalekite 
is trustworthy. I do not think it is. 
Notice in II Samuel 1:6 the ee 
man said that when he came to Saul, 
“Saul leaned upon his spear.” But 
I Samuel 31:4 declares positively, 
“Saul took a sword and fell upon it.” 
There is no doubt that the scriptural 
record is true, and the boy’s story 
(which was faithfully recorded in the 


scriptures) is false. Saul killed him- P 


self completely. 

Question: Please explain Acts 9:7 
and Acts 22:9. Is there a contradiction 
here?—E. W. H., Mooresville, North 
Carolina. 


AcTS 9:7 says that the 
men which journeyed with Paul on 
the road to Damascus “stood speech- 
less, hearing a voice, but ae no 
man.” Acts 22:9 records a time later 
when Paul was telling of his conver- 
sion and says that “they that were 
with me saw indeed the light, and 
were afraid; but they heard not the 
voice of him that spoke to me.” When 
it is stated that they heard a voice, the 
indefinite article, a, is used, and when 
it is said that they did not hear the 
voice, the definite article, the, is used. 
The meaning is simple. When Jesus 
— to Saul as he lay on the road, 
the men who were with Saul heard 
the sound of a voice without under- 
standing what was said. The same is 
true concerning what they saw. Acts 
9:7 says that they saw no man, and 
Acts 22:9 says that they “saw indeed 
the light.” Thus it is that the men 
who were with Saul both saw and 
heard the miracle, but they did not 
see Jesus, and they did not hear His 
message. They saw a radiance but not 
the true image of Christ. They heard 
a sound of speaking, but did not un- 
derstand what was said. The miracle 
was manifested to the entire group, 
but the appearance of Christ and the 
message of Christ were for Saul alone.
